Oddities  About  Men’s  Weight. 

Professor  Huxley  declares  that  the 
proper  weight  of  man  is  154  pounds, 
made  up  as  follows:  Muscles  and  their 
appurtenances.  68  pounds;  skeleton,  24 
pounds;  skin,  lCq  pounds;  fat,  28  pounds; 
brain,  3  pounds;  abdominal  viscera,  11 
pounds;  blood  (that  which  would  drain 
from  the  body),  7  pounds.  The  heart  of 
such  a  man  should  beat  75  times  in  a 
minute,  and  he  should  breath  15  times 
during  each  minute.  At  that  rate,  in  24 
hours  he  would  vitiate  1,750  cubic  feet 
of  pure  air  to  the  extent  of  1  per  cent. 
In  the  same  length  of  time  ho  should 
throw  off  through  the  skiu  18  ounces  of 
water,  300  grains  of  solid  matter  and  400 
grains  of  carbonic  acid.

Women  have  found  out  that  they  have 
gvnlous  fur  business;  know  how  to 
count  money  and  to  keep  it  When 
Women's  Boards  of  Missions  were  estab¬ 
lished  In  the  Presbyterian  Churches 
there  was  almost  an  open  rebellion. 

Why!  what  do  women  want  with 
boaids  ?  was  asked. 

The  amount  raised  by  the  women’s 
board  of  this  church  was  last  year 
$2,000,000,  and  500,000  meetings  were 
held  by  them  without  a  man  in  them  to 
show  them  how.  They  never  had  & 
single  defalcation  aud  they  (lid  not  come 
out  short  either.  The  reason  was  that 
th©  women  did  a  large  business  on  a 
small  scale,  and  they  had  the  love  of 
Chi  1st  which  prompted  them  to  deeds  of 
humanity.  She  said  there  could  be  no 
love  of  Christ  that  has  not  its  manifesta¬ 
tion  towards  mankind. 

She  asked  why  it  was  proper  for  women 
to  preach  In  Kangaroolulu  and  Timbue- 
too  but  not  in  Bloomfield 

At  a  meeting  of  New  York  State  teach¬ 
ers  n  Albany  700  women  were  there  and 
300  men.  They  wore  their  best  clothes 
and  enrolled  their  names;  the  men  did 
the  same  but  were  made  to  pay  iu  addi¬ 
tion  fifty  cents  each.  A  woman  arose 
and  said  .she  wanted  to  speak.  The 
chairman,  a  good  man,  was  confounded, 
and  asked  her  what  she  wanted  to  do, 
and  she  said  she  wanted  to  sp.ak  to  the 
questiou.  The  chairman  said,  gentle¬ 
men,  what  Is  your  pleasure?  After  a 
tempest  iu  a  teapot  a  motion  prevailed 
that  she  be  heard.  This  was  9  great 
many  years  ago  and  the  woman  was 
Susan  B.  Anthony,  who  was  earning  $1.50 
per  week  and  boarding  around. 

Now  things  are  quite  different,  as  lo 
the  National  Institute  the  women  have 
quite  as  much  If  not  a  little  more  to  say 
than  the  men.  I 

She  called  attention  to  the  advantages 
men  had  over  them  as  Harvard  bad  bean 
In  existence  one  hundred  and  forty-five 
\  ears  before  women  could  have  even  a 
good  common  school  education.  She 
said  “we  may  not  come  up  to  you  men  in 
some  respects  but  in  pothers  we  outstrip 
you  "  She  hop<  d  they  never  would  be 
like  them  lu  many  ways.  That  they 
□ever  would  make  smoke-houses  of 
themselves  or  test  the  temptations  of  the 
cup.  Women  had  found  work  to  do  la 
the  whirlwind  of  f  e  Lord  which  swept 
over  the  couutry  In  1873,  when  they  .went 
out  and  closed  the  ^saloons,  sang  songs 
of  Ziou  and  held  prayer  meetings  lu  them. 
They  closed  the  saloons  but  they  did  not 
6tay  closed  becaase  women  have  only  a 
moral  Influence  and  it  is  votes  that  count 
every  time.  In  cases  of  municipal  de¬ 
cisions  the  salcon  has  more  lnflueaM 
than  the  churches  because  they  control 
votes.  Women  are  in  a  majority  in  the 
churches  with  only  a  moral  Influence, 
and  do  not  touch  the  government  of  the 
town.’ 

Moral  influence  does  not  count,  votes 
do.  She  closed  with  an  eloquent  appeal 
fur  women  to  make  the  r  influence  felt  in 
the  temperance  movement,  and  urged 
those  present  to  muke  a  liberal  1  o' lection 
for  the  Bloomfield  Woman’s  Christian 
Temperauce  Union. 


Aud  then  began  her  Sunday  school. 
She  did  not  seek  for  scholars.  They 
came  to  her  as  the  sparrows  did  to  look 
for  crumbs  upon  the  window  sill.  They 
were  the  children  of  the  very  poor.

One  Aay  a  little  girl  came  up  to  the 

room. 

“I  want  to  come  to  Sunday  school," 
she  said. 

“But  there  ia  no  Sunday  school  till 
after  dinner." 

“Well,  I  ain’t  going  to  have  no  dinner 
today,  so  I  guess  I’ll  stay  and  wait." 

You  may*  be  sure  that  she  was  made 
welcome,  and  that  she  did  have  dinner 
that  day  with  Jennie  and  her  mother. 

And  that  is  the  kind  of  child  who  be 
longs  to  Jennie’s  Sunday  school.  There 
are  fully  50  who  belong  to  it,  and  who 
attend  either  one  day  or  the  other. 

Jennie's  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures 
and  of  the  hymns  sung  in  the  mission 
and  at  her  home  is  marvelous.  If  the 
words  of  a  hymn  whose  rffusic  attracts 
her  are  read  to  her  several  times,  she  re¬ 
members  them  forever  after.  The  sing¬ 
ing  is  one  of  the  great  attractions  to  the 
little  ones. 

Tho  members  of  Jennie’s  class  do  not 
meet  at  stated  hours,  but  run  in  when¬ 
ever  they  desire. 

Ah,  what  a  glorious  thing  it  was  that 
the  hospitals  turned  Jennie  from  their 
inhospitable  doors!  She  would  have 
been  so  useless  in  those  warm  and  cheer¬ 
ful  rooms — a  recipient  of  their  alms  and 
nothing  else,  whereas  she  has  turned  her 
tenemen;  into  a  temple  and  filled  one 
of  the  darkest  corners  of  the  city  with 
the  light  and  the  grace  of  God. 

Hope  Mission  chapel  keeps  its  eye  on 
Jsnnie  and  her  mother  and  keej-s  the 
wolf  from  entering  at  the  door,  as  it 
would  do  sometimes  if  they  were  left 
absolutely  unaided.  The  good  people, 
who  are  not  overrich  themselves,  help 
them  out  with  the  rent  and  the  coal  man. 

A  few  days  ago  the  missionary  went 
shopping  for  Jennie,  and  this  was  what 
he  bought  after  paying  out  $5  for  the 
rent:  Quilt,  $1.50;  cot,  |1.25;  under¬ 
clothing,  $1  .75;  pillow,  74  cents;  sheets.
